whereas the’ truth ‘ia that foreign 
importation is a mere trifle in com- 
parison with the immense produc- 
tion within the country, by the 
Chinese themselves, with the’ know- 
ledge and approval, and often by the 
direct orders, of those who rule over 
them. . Exact figures of illegal 
growth and traffic are not obtain- 
able, but the annual production of 
the drug has almost reached the 
maximum of Manchu days. 

Large quantities of opium are 
sometimes imported into China, as 
witneas the steamer Yungkong 
which sailed from Bushire in April 
with, it was sald, 250,000 Ib. of 
opium, on board, and discharged its 


cargo very recently near thé mouth. 


of the Yangtze. 

The League of Nations Commis- 
sion of Inquiry into Opium’ Smoking 
in the Far East,. which passed 
through Shanghai in March, fs not 
staying in China, where so fertile a 
field for exploration awaits examina- 
tion, The Chinese proposal to in- 
clude a‘Chinese among the Commis- 
sioners was rejected. The Chinese 
also proposed that the ‘Commission 
should ‘investigate the -trafiic in 
derivative drugs, morphia, heroin, 
etc. but as the League has another 
and separate plan for dealing with 
that subject Ghina’s second proposal 
was also unacceptable.

gage brought on board by countless 
passengers, nor can they be respon- 
; sible for the packages of opium 
| hidden away by the crewa who turn 
an honest penny by doing. a little 
trading on this side. The Customs 
searchers continually selze small 
consignments, but . what they con- 
fiscate is a mere fleabite. Before a 
‘steamer reaches a city or town little 
fleets of sampans may be observed 
idling upon her course, and, when 
the vessel passes, overboard go the 
‘pundles' containing the opium, to be 
retrieved by the waiting sampans. 
Big consignments are usually under 
military: protection, which intrudes 
Itself in varlous ways. <A guard of 
soldiers somewhere up river openly 
accompanies ' a shipment and, if 
opposed, is ready to shoot the ship's 
officers, : 

One consignment of about 20 tons 
was brought, to Hangkow in Hghters 
towed by a British launch, and the 
Customs, having received informa-

’ HOUSES IN AMSTERDAM. 


% : ie ~ : 
. | “Formerly: one built .a house. 
“Nowadays one builds  street- 
* ,walls.”” This is how modern. house 
building in Amsterdam (and -also 
the ‘rest of ‘the Netherlands) » is 
characterized, showing’. that’ in, 
‘these present days. corisiderable 
attention is paid to the outward 
appearance of the town as a whole. 

No longer single houses, inde- 
Pendent of each other, are design- 
ed, but entire blocka and streets: 
This plan has been followed 
such an extent that ‘the architects 
are ynid in terms of a certain 
amount of guilders per “yard of 
facade length.” 

In Germany a new name has 
even been invented for‘ these ar- 
chitects'who are‘called “Schurzen- 
macher” (apron imakera), because 
_their only concern ia to design the 
“front” of the building. 

The result of this new idea in 
house: building—which indicates a 
wider vision—is that the new 
quarters of Amsterdam and other 

- Dutch towns all impart a sense of 
harmony, of ‘wideness and space 
and*unity, One may or may not 
admire the new style in building, 
but one cannot deny that the new 
quarters, to the déaigning of which 
so much thought and careful atten- 
tion: of expert architects has been 
given, show more “character” and 
are much more spacious; with their 
wile streets, broad sidewalks and 
in the wildest streets (some are as 
wide as 62 yards) even shrubbery 
and pleasure gardens in the centre, 
which add considerably to the 
beauty of the town and make’ busy 
thoroughfares into wide green 
lanes, ‘ , 

Removing the Slums. 

Especially after the war, when 
house construction . was gradually 
taken up again by private enter- 

* prise, this new idea has made it- 
self felt, while at the same time 
active efforts were made to remove 
toe slums. As'during the. war 
private house building had been 

* stopped entirely, the town authorl- 
ties of Amsterdam started building 

_ in different parts of the town. Up 
till now the community of Amater- 
dam since, 1916 has built and 
managed 9,500 dwellings. (of which 
more than one-half? ore two-family 
houses), involving o capital _in- 
veatment of about’ : 61,500,000 
florins, 

_ In considering these figures one 
should take’ into consideration 
that because of the extraordinarily 


high prices for materials during | 


the war .an ordinary labourer’s 
dwelling cost a8 much as 10,000 
florins while to-day the same house 
eis constructed at a cost of 3,500 
florins, Besides this, private 
house building -socicties ‘ built 
16,000 dwellings, with an invest- 
ment of. 94,000,000 florins, Apart 
from this private builders are now 
showing great activity, especially 
in building houses for the middle 
classes. 


The'remova] of the slums in 
Amsterdam entailed the construc- 
tion of cheap houses in special 
quarters where the occupants 
mostly consist of. very small wage 
earners, For this. specta! purpose 
the Dutch Government provides 
the community with tho necessary. 
loans for building. This clearing. 

of the slums necessitated also the 
building! of living room, a- bedroom 
and a kitchen, for aged couples, 

These dwellings are rented for 

-, only 8 florins per week. In'n new 
garden village which the town of 
Amsterdam has built In’ the north 
of Amsterdam (called “Buiksloter- 
ham") 73 such dwellings for aged 
couples have bean built out of.a 
total of 621‘ dwellings.

At the Independent Labour Party 
National Summer School at Digs- 
well Park, Welwyn, Herts, Mr.

Surgery. 


SPINAL ANAESTHESIA. 


' Among recent . surgical advances 
mention must be made of the inject- 
tion treatment. of varicose. veins. 
This. disabling’ and’ ‘disfiguring 
malady up to a few years ago could 
only be. treated ‘ by, one’ of. two 
surgical operations—in some, cases 
by ligature of a main vein, while in 
others the only possible line of 
treatment was the wholesale removal 
of large areas of dilated veins. 

The modern Injection treatment 
is a valuable advance, and no general 
anaesthetic 1s necessary,:and the 
procedure can very easily be car- 
ried out in the doctor's consulting: 
room, and the patient fs perfectly 
able .to walk home afterwards. 
The principle is the simple one of 
injecting into the varicose veins 
certain ‘ solutions, which cause 
obliteration to take place by a mild 
inflammatory reaction. A solu- 
tion of quinine and urethrane ‘was 
used in | the eatly cases, but 
nowadays other solutions are also 
used including one of sodium mor:

Chemistry has helped surgery in 
such.a procedure as the one out- 
lined above, and in another direction 
also of great importance to surgery, 
chemical. discoveries have produced 
anaesthetics, The abolition of pain- 
ful sensations can. be brought about 
with interesting results connected 
with roughly in four ways: by gase- 
dus substances inhaled through the 
lungs producing general anaesthe-

In.a diary which he-sent to a 
friend, Schiller wrote: 

I have bungled most things in 
life; I did at, leakt: think I should 
be a success in death. 

Last night, because I wanted 
death, I went to an hotel and. en- 


gaged a room with a separate bath. | 


I intended to open a vein in my 
arm and bleed slowly to death. 

T made the mis ake of not finding 
out just what vein was the im- 
portant one to be operated on.. I 
made two tentative scratches on 
my arm, and was pleased to find 
that [t did not hurt much, but I 
had‘ not done much damage. 

I made another deliberate gash 
and, after slicing three or four 
times, I saw the vein swell out like 
the inner tube of a bicycle. 

‘The vein was tough, but at 
length the blood squirted. It went 
on to the wall and the edge of the 
bath and on my-book, and I said 
to myself; “Hoo—blooming—ray ! 
I have done it!" but it stopped and 
I felt very fit. “ 

‘I tried my wrist, hacked and 
hacked, but nothing much happen- 
ed. Then I lost my nerve and my 
fingers would not, hold the razor. 


“The Glamour Has Gone.” 


' IT went back to the bedroom and 
tried to hang myself from the towel 
rack and, although Y had a hand- 
kerchief rolled in my mouth, I 
started gurgling and groaning, 
and I became afraid that the row 
would be heard, | ~ :

with birds, fish, oils, and, in a few|° 


instances, with other cannibalistie 
mosquitoes in an attempt to an- 
nihilate the pest, saya Good Health 
(New York). - . : 
Mosquito-extermination societies 
and sanitary experts are devising 
new methods of attack, bringing 
into play some of the latest inven- 
tions. One of the methods recently 
evolved has proved simple, econom- 
ieal .and yet very effective. It 
involves the use of a portable blower- 
fan, similar to fans used for ventila- 
tion in homes and offices, to spray a 
mixture of Paris green and powder- 
ed lime. over swamps: and lakes 
where mosquito larvae are found. 
‘The entire “dusting” outfit, in- 


cluding a gasoline-driven generator | - 


‘may: be. installed in a rowboat with 
an outboard motor. 
“ Dusting.” 

Only one man fs needed to accom- 
Pplish the ‘dusting’. Sanitary officials 
have used ‘tHis*method economically 
in places where no other method of 
jarval contro! has been fourid feasi- 
ble. The nozzle velocity of ‘the 
blower is 1,500 feet a minute, and 
it moves forty-five cubic feet of 
dust-laden air a minute. It retains 
its effectiveness up'to 525 feet. 

Experts of the Public Health Ser- 
vice, have declared after the tests 
carried on by the simple fan device, 
that this method can be economical- 
ly used where no other known 
method of larval control is feasible. 

Reelfoot Lake,.in north-western 
Tennessee, known as “Fisherman's 
Paradise,” was elected as a place to 


work out the details of the dusting |. 


equipment. This lake is of earth- 
quake formation, with thousands -of 
submerged stumps, the.result of de- 
caying forest. It has large areas of 
shallow’ and densely overgrown 
water, and there are many. types of 
moss, duckweed, lilfes, and other 
plants, The lake seemed to offer the 
most difficult conditions under which 
to operate. ‘Parts of the lake were 
known to” be producing, mosquito 
larve profusely. Se a mac

They ‘have 
been known to eat as much as fifty- 
six times their: weight jn larve in 
one hour.

AMAZING FINDS IN A’ INFANT \ LAUGHTER’S: 


CHINESE LAKE.. 


Three Million Years Old, 
' Death Trap. ~ 


PREHISTORIC ANIMALS. 


‘A dramu’ of’ three ‘million’ years 
ago has been’ reconstructed by, Mr. 
Roy Chapman Andrews and Pere | 
Peilhard de Chardin, ‘The scientists 
returned to Peking recently, bring- 
ing fossil specimens from a prehis- 
torle lake bed In the Gobi Desert. 

In 8 single ‘bed of matrix the 
‘party, while hunting for remains of 
the dawn of man, fouhd the fossilis-, 
ed bones of fifteen infant platy- 
belodon. : ; 

Scientists of the American 
Museum of Natural History believe 
the site to be that of a former bog, 
slightly covered with .. water, on 
which edible plants floated. Giant 
animals, while grazing and employ- 
ing their famous “dredger" jaw, fell 
into this morass trap. The adults 
were able to escape, but the young- 
sters were overwhelmed In the 
trap, which remained baited, this 
necounting for, the recurrenzes of 
the tragedy. 

The expedition included among 
their discoveries that of a mother 
platybelodon, with a-suckling along- 
side, evidently’ trapped together. 

The Gobi site proved to be an 
enormous mine of huge mastodons, 
resembling the elephant with hinged 
lower jaw extending the length of 
the ‘trunk, and with two.broad, flat, 
teeth at the end. The. beasts used 
the jaw ta dredge marshes, and 
then selected food with its trunk 
from the mags, conveying it to: the 
upper jaw, which bristle with enor- 
mous molars, ‘ 

The Gobi “Adam.” 


Nearby Mr.’ Roy ' Chapman 
Andrews and the Investigators 
found the foasils of thirty adults, 
including four complete skulls, 
twenty 5-foot shovel 


jaws, and hundreds of ribs. 
mags of bone furnishes a complete 
series from babyhood to senility. 

-The xichness of :the find is extra: 
ordinary; Mr. Andews compares {ts 
value with the famous dinosaur col- 
lection. : ; 

The scientists ave continuing ¢x- 
cavations, and, in the meantime, 
scouts arc making Hkely sites for 
a search for remains of earliest 
man. If human bones are found 
they will easily predate those of 
the Peking man, Sinanthropus 
’Pekinensis. . 

Tha party started their summer’s 
work at an old lake discovered by 
a Mongol scout, but the results were 
disappointing. The Ohinese and 
foreign anthropologists and 
geologists then proceeded to the 
place‘ where the first . jaw 
was found in the year 1928, 
n point of 250 miles. north 
of Kalgan, in the province of 
Pechil], 110 miles north-west of 
Peking.
